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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant notes Brooks et al. does not teach 
acrylic modified polyolefin resin. Although Brooks discloses polyolefin resin and acrylic acid materials (column 5, lines 19-49) Brooks doe 
not disclose acrylic-modified polyolefin resin composed by graft copolymerizing. However, Matsumoto shows a thermoplastic resinous 
laminate adhered to polyolefin plastic materials wherein the laminate comprises an acrylic-modified polyolefin resin prepared by graft- 
polymerizing acrylic monomers onto polypropylene resin chains (column 3, line 29 to colllmn 4, line 12). Applicant argues the rejection do 
not indicate the good thermal adhesion is provided by the modified olefin polymer. Matsumoto teaches the modified olefin polymer helps 
the resinous composition to possess excellent thermal adhesion (column 6, lines 56-65 and column 8, lines 12-14). Furthermore, Brooks 
discloses an adhesive polyolefin resin material (column 5, line 20). Applicant notes the claims are now directed to the decorative molding 
combaination rather than to the decorative sheet subcombination. Brooks discloses a decorative sheet molding composition (column 3, 
lines 1-8 and column 7, lines 17-40) . 
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
